The whole of the exterior surface—top, sides, 
uprights, cross-pieces and feet—is exquisitely engraved with scrolls, 
geometric panels, borders, etc., in pure Arab style, and with long 
and varied inscription in Arabic characters—most of the salient 
members being plated with thin silver. Some of the side pieces 
are delicately pierced, suggesting that the stand may have been 
heated, when required, by a tray of embers or a lamp. The inscrip- 
tions give the names, honorific titles, ete., of MELIK-EN-NASIR- 
MUHAMMED-KELAOUN, Sultan of Egypt, Syria, Mesopotamia, etc., 
from A.D. 1294-1341, and also those of his father, Melik-el-Mansour- 
Kelaoun-Salehi. Forming part of the decoration of the top plate 
are several small panels with groups of conventionally treated 
ducks, the badge, or “venk,” of the Sultan’s family—the name 
Kelouan meaning, in the Mongol language, “a duck.” The shelf 
roughly fitted to the interior of the stand is a modern addition ; 
it may possibly replace an earlier one [Pl. XV]
